The DECLARATION of Colonel Ax- 
THoONYy WeELDoN, of bis faithfull Serwi- 
ces, and Sufferings by oppreſſion therefore, 
ſince the beginning of the Wars to this pre- 
ſent, without any manner of redreſſe. 


He firſt year of theſe ſtirs between England 
and Scetlaxd, I being beyond Seas, met with 
the Earl of Denby returning from Venice, 
through whoſe favour and perſwaſion I re- 
turned with him (from Lyens in France, where 
l firſt met him) to Newcaſtle, where the King 
with his Army at that time was going againſt the Scots: with 
which Army I then likewiſe engaged, not knowing how af- 
fairs had paſſed at home : though moſt of all the places were 
long ere my coming diſpoſed of, yet had I the fortune to have 
the comand of the Nerthumù. Regiment given me. After that 
years ſervice was paſt, and thoſe Forces disbanded, and the 
year . Army to be again raiſed, I might have gone 
as formerly; but refuſed, as not being at all ſatisfied of the 
lawfulneſs of that Engagement, and for ſome other reaſons 
which I expreſſed in a Letter to the Earl of Northumberland 


General of that Army, and ſo went aſide beyond ſeas, till all 
A 2 places 
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places were diſpoſed, and then returned. How the tranſactiens 
of buſineſſe then ſtood, I need not relate, as the contriving to 
bring up the Army to over-awe the Parliament, and the 
Kings coming to demand the five Members out of the Houſe 
afterwards ; for which actions, though by Vote of the Hou- 
ſes none of thoſe Officers were to be imployed for Ireland; 
yet moſt of all the ſaid Officers were imployed, and in the 
moſt eminent places for Ireland, and I ſo look'd on for 
thoſe former reaſons, that where others were advanced, I 
onely of all the reſt was glad to take leſs then 1 had done 
formerly, and beyond ſeas long before, and was forced (if 
Iwould go at all) to go with a ſingle Company, (which my 
zeal prompted me cheerfully to accept) and on the moſt de 
ſperate ſervice of all other that went; namely, to the Caſtle 
of Duncannon i : which I undertook, beleeving the 
cauſe moſt juſt ; and in this, I not only relieved the ſame, but 
raiſed the fiege : And what particular ſervices with expedi- 
tion I did them, I refer my felf to the Lord Eſmond Letter 
to the Houſes, and their particular acknowledgement to me, 
though ſince buried in oblivion: My return for £»glaxd was 
for re · victualling the ſaid Fort, I being two years in the ſame, 
fighting daily with the 17: without Fung or taking — 
without any freſh victuals or bread, but what by force of 
Arms we won with our Swords, no Forces neer to aſſiſt us, 
nor any proviſions we could expect but what came from the 
Parliament by Sea from Erg/and. I pawned all my own 
cloathes ro Mr. Beyle at Taxhal, and all I could get to buy 
my Souldiers Shooes and Stockings, which otherwife muſt 
have been wholly unſerviceable for want of their pay. In this 
Caſtle was I thus pent up, no friends nearer then Tawghat on 
the one ſide, diſtant thirty miles, and Dublin threeſcore miles 
diſtant on the other fide : And the ſad news arriving to us of 
the unhappy difference of the King and the Parlimen, which, 
as it made difference in opinions in all other parts, ſo that 
little Fort was not exempted : and as my actions in denying 
to be imployed the ſecond year againſt the Scots, and refu- 
ſing the invitation to Whice-hal to go with the King to de- 
mand the Members, ſhewed my adherence tothe Parliament; 

; | ſo 
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ſo. declared I my ſelf there; 30 my Lord E/mend contrarily 
for the King, ro whom he writ by Sir Henry Stradling : 
though before we had expreſſed as much love each to other 
as Father and Son, as may be witneſſed by the report I gave 
of him to the Houſe at my Return, who ſuſpected much his 
fidelity, as may be ſeen by thoſe Inſtructions given me by the 
Earl of Leiceſter at my going over; and my ſelf being the 
only man which freed the Lord Eſmond from the ſaid ſuſpici- 
on; but afterwards finding, contrary to my expeRation; his 
correſpondency infprivate with the Iriſh, his writing a Letter 
by Sir Henry Stradling to the King, aſſuring his Majeſtie that 
as he held the Fort from him, ſo would he hold it for him on- 

z this commiag to my knowledge, I advertiſed by ſeverall 
Articles againſt the ſaid Lord, being bound thereto both b 
inſtructions from the Earle of Leicefter, viz. That you ſha 
from time to time advertiſe the Parliament , or his Lordſhip 
of all occurrences; I ſent theſe: Articles by Captaine - 
Brookes,then in the Haven; but the Lord E/mond knowing 
would not permit the ſaid Captain to go out of the Harbour 
till by ſtealth he got away, and the verity hereof I referre to 
the ſaid Captaine , at this preſent in Towne , and Captaine 
7ourden and Captaine Chappel! of Briftow, the two ſirſt faith- 
full to the Parliament, but the laſt I much ſuſpected then, and 
know not how fince he hath proved ; my Lord knowing my 
Articles were gone,did labour all he could how to divert me 
from the proſecution thereof, to make me recall them , which 
when he ſaw he could by no meanes obtaine, he then fell to 
threats, ſtirring my Souldiers and Officers to mutiny againſt 
me, cavilling about accounts proviſions and the like, telling 
them 1 had cozened and abuſed them; fo that I was. for- 
ced for my owne Juſtification to get certificats under all their 
hands to the contrary, which they did freely; when he ſaw 
this could not alſo prevail, he ſent both me and my men dai- 
ly on unneceſſary, yet deſperate ſervice , thinking to be rid of 
me that way as he rid himſelf of Captain Auſtin; when he ſaw 
God proſpered me in allthe ſervice I undertook, and I perfor- 
med all ſervices, and without loſſe, and that by others unfor- 


tunateneſs and indiſcretion, or want of experience our men 
Were 
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- were brought ſo weak, that of three hundred we had ſcarce 
one halfe, and when Tinterne was given over by young Cap. 
Auſtinwho ſear to myLord to receive theſe men to ſtrengtt.en 
the Fortſ& ſupply the places of thoſe men that were ſo unne- 
ceſſarily loſt, and only for lucre and avarice of pillage for him- 
ſelf, and contrary to my inſtructions given under the Earl of 
Leiceſters hand, who willed me not to be commanded out of 
the Fort in any number; I was forced to deny him any more 
men to go abraod unleſs he commanded them againſt my will; 
I publiquely proteſted my ſelf innocent if any loſs ſhould come 
to the Fort which was in great danger to be Surprized, where- 
upon he complained to the Lord of Ormend and requeſted; him 
to ſend for me away to Dublin, complainig of my diſobedi- 
ence, he ſent me at laſt perforce to Dublin; denying me my 
own menuall ſervants, ſeized on my goods, and when I came 
to Dublin, as before, ſo then his Chaplaine offered me in the 
preſence of Cap. Bartlet, if I would _—_— my Articles ſent 
againſt him to the Parliamen',he would not proſecute his, and 
offered me a ſumme of mony to that end, which I not only re- 
jected, but told him mine were on good ground, his unjuſt, 
and bid him do his worſt, for all Or mond was his great friend, 
as was well known, and I had none, nor deſired 1 any but the 
ʒjuſtaeſs of my cauſe; the Earl of Ormond however ſaw ſo ſmall 
reaſon, that he onlyconfined me to Dublin, where I waited, 
but could never be either heard or diſpatched, nor have the 
leaſt hope of Juſtice ; E/moxd had ſeized on my goods already 
and my pay, ſo I could not ſubſiſt, wherupon I went to the Par- 
| liaments Commiſſioners, Maſter Reynolds and Maſter Goodwin, 
. whoſaw how affaires went, and bid me when the wind was 
faite, be gon for Cuglaud, for I could expect no juſtice there; I 
took their advice, found my Lord of Leicefter , at Cheſter , I 
reſigned my Command to him and demanded Juſtice,which he 
promiſed me and gave me his paſſe to London, I was there e- 
nougu invited, and offers made me of honorable Commands, 
would I have ingaged againſt the Parliament; forces at that 
time a levying at Cheſter for the King; hut I ſtill keeping ro my 
fitſt principles, beſides expecting redreſſe from the Parliament 
for theſe injuries done me for my fidelitv to them, to whom I 
petitioned. 
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faction nor redreſſe till I was reduced to that neceſſitie, that I 
was forced to ſeek imployment, which by the aſſiſtance of my 
Lord Say, and Maſter Nicols, I obtained; and was ſent downe 
to the Earl of Liucolne to be his Major of horſe, when I came 
there I as well received of the Earl himſelf ; and though moſt 
of the Committee knew the ſervices aed fidelity I had ſhewen 
to the Parliament already, yet becauſe Sir Edward Aſcue had 
an. intention to preferre his Son Captaine Aſcue to that place, 


and being a ſtranger thruſt on them though they neither could 
nor durſt publiſh any reaſon to the contrary, yet privately they 


irritated my Lord againſt me, yet enjoyn'd his Lordſhip not to 
let me know of it, and they denyed to obey the warrant of the 
grand Committee of Lords and Commons to give me my 
mounting mony,till at laſt my Lord told them plainly he would 
not ſtay long, if I did not; whereupon to pleaſe his Lord- 
ſhip they yeelded I ſhould have mounting mony, but you may 
imagine eaſily how their affections ſtood; however themſelves 
told his Lordſhip ere I came down if it were the ſame man that 
was in Ireland, he had done excellent good ſervice there. 
Major Generall Ballard being at that time diſgrac'd they ſent 
me abroad to lye under Newarke with all their horſe t) keep 
the enemy in, but ſo confin'd me that by their order I ſhould 
not ſtir from thoſe places they ordered me to Quarter in, till 
their further direction; the enemies horſe and foot came and 
march'd by me, took Grantham; 1 looked on, but could not ſtir 
till I muſt ſend to the Committee for their further order;

have diſgraced me, but durſt not, it being too evident by their 
own orders, themſelves were the ſole Authors of theſe miſ- 
catriages, 1 wrote them word on theſe paſſages they ſhould 
ſend ſome body elſe to command their horſe; that I had en 
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titioned and made friends, — all in vaine; I waited till I 
d ſo waſted my ſelf, that I could ſubſiſt no longer; no ſatiſ- 
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thruſt on me but to affront me and bereave me of mino honor; 
when I firſt went out I found their horſe in ſuch diſorder and 
mutiny, that I could hope to gaine but little honor; yet had 
they left it to my diſcretion I could ſcarce have avoided but I 
muſt have loſt either my life or honor or both;ſo mine enemies 
had beenrevenged on me fully; but God would not give their 
malice that power over mine innocence ; the Committee re- 
ed me after this to take the Government of the City on 
me,which was in great diſorder for want of their pay ready to 
lay down their armes,disband and deſert the City, Notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe former affronts, to ſhew my greater ſidelit 
to the publick, Lallaid the mutinie, paid the foot ſouldiers an 

Officers their arreares, & put things ſpeedily into an other. or- 
der then they were former, to the content even of my great- 
eſt enemies; yet this continued not long; for the Committee 
being divided they cavill d with me for obeying the Parlia- 
ments and their own Orders ; at ficſt I had an Order ſent to 
fearch all Malignants houſes for monies or plate; Lhea- 
ring Colonel Grantham Steward had in his pofleſſion ſome 
monies and plate of Maſter Sa/rmarſpes, then at Newark and 
in arms againſt them, I cauſed his houſe to he ſearched, found 
his monie and plate, with his arms on the plate; the mo- 
nie Col. Grautham owned as his (and was very angry if any 
body had cared for it) he would alſo have owned the plate as 
well, had not Maſter Saltmarſb his armes been on it; but what 
injuſtice had it been in me to have ſearched others houſes, and 
let either Parliament men or Committee mens houſes unſear- 
ched having ſo true intelligence; but I never was nor will be 
ſo unjuſt in my Command, or command an other to do that 
to others which I would not in like condition have done to my 
ſelf; ſuch men would have had no malignants goods indeed 
protected but by themſelves only;there has binſufficient expe- 
rience what miſchiefsſuch arbitrary ſelf. ends have wrougnht, to 
this Nation I bad an other order for the baniſhment of all Pa- 
piſts out of the City, which I performed, but it ſeems ſome of 
'the Commitree could not live-without a Papiſt Doctor thou 
there were others incheCity, and againſt order, they —_

de commuted by any other then have ſuch- commands only 


| keep the moſt dangerous of all the ity wit in, who under 


pretence of riding into*the Countrey gave the Newarkers in- 
telligence of all our proceedings; I had impriſon'd his man 
but a little before for comming as a Spie over the workes, and 
at unſeafonable houres, I 2 as much juſtice to let the 
reſt return, as they to give him liberty to reſide there, and pro- 
tect him, contrary to the Order of Parliament expreſsly ſent & 
delivered me by themſelves. By theſe carriages it may be ſeen 
I would be no time - obſerver or flatterer, no not with my grea- 
teſt Maſters the Committee men to ſerve my own ends in un- 
juſtly pleaſing them for ſo great a benefit as I might have ex- 
pected to have accrued to me if 1 would have but temporized * 
with their arbitrary humors; for what was it elſe to . puniſh 
one, and protect another for the ſelf ſame facts they were 
not pleaſed with ſuch ſquare and honeſt actions, and knowing 
I would never ſerve their 1 intereſt they began to be 
weary of me, and caſt about to be rid of me for one would 
ferve their turnes better, and to this end they thought of cal- 
ling in Hothans hearing he had ſome forces, and thinking they 
might be beneficiall towards the faving of their Co unty which 
themſelves had indeed by theſe miſcarriages loſt & might have 
hazarded the lofſe of Yorkeſtire allo; for they knew young 
Hot ham a great plunderer, diſobedient to the Lord Fairfax 
his Superiour , and they likewiſe had (as S. Ed. Aſcue infor-

Hiotham and his forces come in. The ſame day is to be noted, 


Sir Chriſtopher Ray for remembrance fell with his horſe, and, 
in the ſtreets broke his leg, for this good ſervice ; thus when 
the beſt party were all gone, and I left alone in the hands of 
my enemies, and Hot ham a knowne Traytor, I began to thinke 
how to quit them and the Government, but to get my pay 
firſt they owed me I was reſolvedʒto which end I moved them 
to have ſome of thoſe goods praiſed they had in their cuſtody 
of Malignants, by ſuch as themſelves ſhould appoint, which 
they yeelded unto. I ſent theſe goods by boat to Boſton , and 
Shipped them there for London, and ſoon after diſcovered m 
deſign to leave them, and requeſted they would forthwit 
ſend ſome of the Committee to take the keyes of the Govern-. - 
ment and Magazin which was occaſioned by theſe reaſons, all 
the beſt affe Ted having left them at their cailing in of Hotham, 
who at his firſt entrance not only fell to plundering , but alſo 
took the main Guards from the City gates without my know- 
* or conſent, being Governour, and marcht to Grantham 
under pretence ef fighting with the enemy at Grant ham, 
which no ſooner ſallyed forth upon them, but himſelf and the 
greateſt Committee man then with him, ran away, left the for- 
ces to the enemies mercy, who defeated them without any re- 
ſiſtance made; this and other the like occaſions. cauſed me to 
leave them, and going toward Boſton called in at Tatſall to 
ſee the Earl of Lincelne, whoſe Major of horſe I was, and told 
him how things had paſſed, and my reſolutions; his Lordſhip 
from whom alwayes ] had found much reſpect, was pleaſed to 
accompany me to Boſton; when we came there the Committee 
of Lincolne, which were then none but my Lord Willoby, Sir 
Chriſtopher Ray, Sir Edward Aſcue, and Colonel Grantham, 
the firſt but the ſhadow of the three others ; theſe ſent to the 
Major of Boſton and Sir Anthony Erby to make ſtoppage of 
all my goods becauſe they alledged, under colour * buyiug 
thoſe goods valued at a hundred pounds, I had purloyned — 
imbezellled the worth of a thouſand pounds, here beginning 
the firft of their open malice and flander. Ito make it more 
apparently known and cleer this falſe aſperſion, requeſted my 
| | Lord 


Lord, the Major, & S. Aut. Erby to fearch the ſhip;and if they 
found more then their own hand ſubſcribed, I would forfeit all 
the reſt; although theſe would not be ſo uncivill at the Com- 
mittees bare information to make ſearch, .yet at my' requeſt 
they did, and found the falſity of their report, and certified it 
under their own hands, at that preſent affaires were like to go 
ill, which all the time I commanded in chief there was neither 
loſſe, diſgrace or plundering in the leaſt degree befell them 
more then that of &rantham;they were not of ſtrength enough 
indeed to offend or aſſault their enemy; therefore my advice 
was they ſhould only ſeek to defend antes till they could 
raiſe freſh ſupplies of men monies; had they taken this advice it 
had be en wel for their Country and their honors which I offe- 
red them; the loſſe of which ſoone befell them through He- 
thams treacherie. If they had granted me the rents of Malig- 
nants eſtates in their Countie onely; I would have levied and 
maintained them ſix thoufand men, horſe and foot; but they 
ſleighted this my offer, as they did my ſelfe in every thing. 1 
returned with the Earl of Lincelne from Boſtoz to his Caſtle, 
where himſelf alſo weighing the great diviſions among [them * 
ſelves the ſway ofthe ill affected and the ruine would neceſſa- 
rily follow to the whole Countie, he-refolved to goe with me 
to London, I told him yet it would not be convenient; for 
though Willabies partie bore the ſway at preſent ; yet if he 
went, it would much prejudice the affaires as they ſtood , be- 

cauſe moſt of the County looked on him as wellaffe cted to the 
publick. but his Lordſhip reſolution being fixed I could not di- 
vert him, ſo he took his journy towards London, and as we 
paſt through Boffox the Major with the whole Towns men 
made it a requeſt to me that I would be their Gouern- 
our, which I refuſed, but they ſo inſtant, that they ſent a Com- 
mittee after my Lord and me to Spalding, where through my 
Lord of Lincelnes requeit I returned to Boſton , with intent if 
could agree upon the tearmes, that I would accept of the 
Government; but at my returne I found them colder in their 
expreſſions, then of what the day before they were, the rea- 
ſon was that the Committee, my old foes at Lincolne who had 
got notice of theſe proceedings, ſent the Major and Townſmen

Governour, ſo I came to London and acquainted the Comit- 
teeſof of Lords and Commons of all the ſeverall paſſages that 
induced me to reſign my Commiſſion; they were all well ſatis- 
fied and reſolved to give me ſpeedy employment; and my Lord 
Say being my Aſſiſter formerly, was very ſerious now againe 
fot a new employment for me, & to chat end he offered me the 
Government of arnſey or Garſey then void, and made me at- 
tend ſeverall days at the Committee for my diſpatch, and at 
laſt it was given before my noſe to Ruſſell & Lidcetle, ſo my L. 
Say with a cold complement told me that it was formerly pro- 
miſed them without his knowledge, though. as I after under- 
ſtood the true reaſon was, theſe Gentlemen Lincolne Commit- 
tee knowing that both my Lord Say and my Lord of Lincolue 
reſpected me very much, they to prevent which, and take my 
Lord Say clean off, informed my Lady of Lincolne that I was 
he alone that inticed my Lord to goe to Londas and from her 
companie, by theſe falſities incenſing her ſo far as to write 
her Father my Lord Say a Letter againſt me on no o- 
ther grounds; yet it took what effe& they deſired; for my 
Lord Say from that time wholly and on no other ground e- 
ſtranged himſelf from me. 
I could doe no lefle (underſtanding the truth of thisiand 
the generall difſervice to the Parliament in their calling in 
Hor ham, but after many requeſts againſt them) i ſer forth a 
declaration to the Parliament, the ſubſtance was of theſe paſſa- 
ges formerly, that they betrayed their own Country by calling 
in of Hot ham whom themſelves knew was falſe to the Parlia- 
ment, as having intercepted Letters to aſſure them the ſame, 
which Sir Edward Aſcue and Sir ¶ hriſtopher Ray told me in 
rhe Committee Chamber at Lincolne; this Declaration was 
read in the houſe; they with all their friends moved for my 
Commitment, thinking therby to hinder my proofes and take 
me off, and had without doubt obtained the effe ⁊ they aim- 
ed at, but.for ſome friends of mine of which Sir H. Heyman 
. was the chiefeſt then, who moved it might be referred to a 
Committee, and 1 heard, before commitment of my adver- 
faries, which taok eſſect and was preſſed for mainly, bein 
referre 


a Letter that by no meanes they ſhould accept of me for their

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referred to a Committee, where S. Henry (holmly was Chiir- 
man, the chief friend to the Lincolne- ire men, the Kentiſt 
Gentlemen to be of the Committee alſo, but note likewiſe my 
enemies, & thoſe who I accuſes were to be of the Committee 
likewiſe, before whom ſummoned I appeared, made good my 
Declaration, waited halfe a year, moſt times could never get 
Sir Henry Chelmly to ſet, nor ever after to report the ſame to 
the Houle ; thus wearied with delayes, and no hopes of Ju. 
ſtice or redreſſe for my injuries, failing in myi expectations as 
much as formerly; for the 1rif buſineſſe being reduced 
to extreame neceſſitie, I ſought imployment of Sir William 
Waller; but theſe enemies having ſpies over me, to prevent my 
getting of imployment, rais d all the ſcandals of me to Sir Wil. 
liam Waller; onely to hinder my acceptance by him, which 
he after ward confeſſed, it fell out that S. Mibael Leviſey was
